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TO  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  MONTANA  HIGHWAY  PATROL 
AND  THE  PEOPLE  OF  MONTANA: 


This  report  is  intended  to  set  forth  the  activities  of  the  Montana 
Highway  Patrol  during  the  year  of  1950.  It  is  also  a  study  of  the  pertinent 
facts  developed  from  an  analysis  of  the  traffic  accident  experience  in  Montana, 
and  is  offered  to  the  public  in  the  hope  that  the  information  contained  herein 
may,  to  a  certain  degree,  influence  motorists  and  pedestrians  to  be  more  safety 
conscious.  The  primary  purpose  of  this  publication  is  to  present  authoritative 
facts  and  figures  regarding  the  characteristics  of  traffic  accidents  occurring 
in  Montana  during  1950. 

Although  the  purpose  of  this  report  is  stated  above,  I  feel  that  it 
might  well  be  labeled,  "Montana's  Fatality  List  for  1950,"  for  despite  the  long 
hours  and  best  efforts  of  the  Montana  Highway  Patrol,  the  constant  warnings  of 
the  press  and  over  the  radio,  with  hundreds  of  safety  talks  before  clubs,  con- 
ventions, schools  and  various  other  gatherings  by  members  of  the  Highway  Patrol 
and  Civic  organizations  throughout  the  state,  Montana's  highway  casualties 
mounted  to  a  grand  total  of  202  deaths  in  1950,  the  highest  since  1941. 

This  sordid  story  adds  up  to  fatal  accidents,  167  resulting  in  202 
deaths,  total  accidents  reported  5,128,  with  property  damage  of  $1,407,750.00. 
This  property  damage  is  a  staggering  figure,  but  dollars  and  cents  cannot  in  a 
lifetime  repair  the  heartaches  of  the  many  broken  homes. 

In  addition  to  our  enormous  death  toll  and  the  better  than  one  and  one- 
half  million  dollar  property  damage,  we  look  at  the  suffering  of  2,028  injured. 
What  a  price  to  pay  for  carelessness,  for  accidents  do  not  happen,  they  are 
caused. 

Manpower  and  material  badly  needed  now,  at  this  time  of  worldly  strife, 
it  behooves  all  as  individuals  to  become  more  safety  minded,  more  alert  to  the 
dangers  that  lurk  in  every  mile  of  highway  traffic  in  this  great  machine  age. 

The  physical,  financial  and  economic  loss  listed  above  would  be  serious 
enough  if  they  had  been  forced  upon  us  by  our  enemies,  due  to  participation  in 
in  the  conflict  in  Korea,  but  they  were  not,  and  while  we  look  upon  the  war  as 
a  great  tragedy,  and  it  is,  the  figures  show  that  there  were  many  times  more 
casualties  upon  the  highways  of  our  nation  during  the  same  period,  than  there 
were  in  the  Korean  conflict.  Surely  then  it  is  time  to  consider  that  our  high- 
way slaughter  is  also  a  tragedy  and  that  practically  every  accident  could  have 
been  prevented  had  all  parties  concerned  used  proper  caution. 

What  has  already  passed  cannot  now  be  corrected,  but  we  sincerely  hope 
that  the  people  of  Montana  after  scrutinizing  this  record  which  presents  such 
extreme  repugnance,  will  sincerely  resolve  that  such  will  not  be  repeated,  that 
the  unnecessary  waste  of  life,  suffering  and  material  loss  be  greatly  curtailed; 
or  better,  entirely  eliminated  in  the  years  to  come. 


I  would  really  be  amiss  if  I  did  not  take  advantage  of  this 
opportunity  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  56  sheriffs,  their 
deputies  and  every  city  police  department  in  Montana  for  their  unselfish 
cooperation,  who  were  always  ready  to  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  under- 
manned uniformed  personel  of  the  Highway  Patrol, 


To  the  members  of  the  Highway  Patrol,  I  want  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks,  not  being  unmindful  that  your  duties  are  enlarging  from 
year  to  year  without  the  extra  tools  to  keep  pace  with  with  the  increased 
traffic  situation.
